Canada's  present  income  taxation  grew 
out  wartime  additions  which,  when  they 
bfcamc  top-heavy,  were  hastily  patched  to- 
gether in  a general  emergency  measure.  left 
largely  to  the  interpretation  of  Federal  of- 
ficials. In  the  process,  the  old  income  lax 
law  was  thrown  out  and  with  it  many  sound 
features.  One  of  the  diKarded  features  was 
the  distinction  that  had  been  made  op  until 
then  for  earners  who  had  a family  to  look 
after,  a home  to  maintain  and  children  to 
rs'se  through  twenty-one  years,  whether  they 
worked  or  not.  Family  allowances  grafted 
on  top  of  that  structure  have  only  increased 
the  confusion.  There  is  today  clear  need  for 
thf  re  examination  of  family  status  under  the 
Income  Tax  Act.  and  for  action  to  restore  a 
reasonable  and  a practical  measure  of  tax  ex- 
emption to  Canadian  homes. 

It  has  scarcely  eased  the  public  i mind  to 
note  that  Provincial  and  Federal  members 
Have  looked  after  themselves  in  taxation 
matters:  with  increased  indemnities  here, 

fresh  taxation  exemptions  there,  snd  a new* 
TopTid  of  the  hat  for  ‘ expenses-"  Married 
men  and  women  in  Canada  have  tfill  their 
homes  to  keep  up.  their  children  to  raise  and 
much  more  between  the  ages  of  one  and 
twenty'One  that  the  income  tax  office  dors 
not  appear  to  have  heard  about.  The  e xemp- 
iion  for  married  status,  once  at  52.500  fedet' 
illy  snd  51.500  provincially.  did  that.  It 
was  given  through  the  years  in  recognition  of 
the  fart  that  a home  is  s home,  and  one  of 
the  chief  assets  of  the  nation.
